TRIESTE Dec, 2.—The first 
break in the regular Italian army oc- 
curred Saturday when four armored 
cars started from Udine, three of 
which succeeded in reaching the pai- 
ace of Gabriele D'Aunnunzio in 
Fiume, 

The fourth car was prevented from 
reaching its destination by a sent!- 
nel who threw under its wheele ob- 
@acles which cut the tires bring- 
ing. it to a halt. 

The cnew of the car, however, es- 
caped, and mtnaged to reach Hi- 
ume on foot. 

General Cavigiia, the Italian com- 
mander, on Saturday went to Abbra- 
zia Istria, known as the ‘Nice of Maly’ 
where he had a cunference with the 
commanders who are opposing the 
forces of D Aunnunalo, 

It ig stated, that owing to the im- 
movable position of D/Annunzio tthe 
Government intends to eend an ulti- 
matum to him containing the threat 
of an offensive action. It is reported 
however that D’Annunzlo would wel- 
come any military demonstration.

shows a peculiar attitude,”’ deciared Candidate Duggan, “that the Mayor

| to sewer construction, Surely he must realize that sewer work is the last 
place to consign men who spent years in the trenches in France. There 
are plenty of able-bodied residents of Edmonton, who have none of the 
natural dislike for that form of work, and who are prepared to undertake 
it, to whom it should be given. To the returned man, who is prepared to 
| do manuai labor, should be given the very work that the Mayor threacened 
to cut out; even if his threat means discomfort to every one compelled to 
use the business streets during the period of Christmas shopping. If any 
incident in the campaign can show how autocratic and foolish the actions 
' of my oppent can be, this threat is a first class sample,” 
| Asked by The Bulletin if he had any final word to say to the electors 
Mr. Duggan said: “I have repeatedly stated on the platform that the one 
thing that the city of Edmonton most needs at the present moment is a 
change of administration, . During thé closing hours of the struggle Mayor 
| Clarke has provided an absolutely unanswerabie argument in favor of my 
claim, Impressed with the prospect of defeat he now declares that the 
mill rate can be !mmediafly reduced from 45 to 39 mills. If the Mayor, 
according to his eleventh hour conversion, believes that the city in 1921 
can be effectively run on a 89 mill rate, what justification has he to offer 
to the imposition of a 45 mili rate at the commencement of the present 
year, and why hag he not practiced in 1920 some of the economics he now 
thinks he can make for 1921. If this statement of the Mayor is only a 
piece of campaign camouflage, it is too transparent even for his own fol- 
lowers to be deceived, and it is an affront to the intelligence of the people 
of this city, In the campaign a year ago, in an answer to a question at 
King Edward school, the Mayor intimated that the 1920 tax rare would 
be no higher than that of 1919, yet we all know that it was increased some 
ten mills, Hypocrisy is distasteful everywhere, but in the management of 
the affairs of a city it is unpardonable, and I invite the people of Edmonton 
without distinction of class, creed or party to assist me in bringi@¢ about 
a change. The Mayor stands convicted on his own evidence and actions, 
avd there is little left for the people of Edimonton but te pass sentence.”

“I take it that one of the functions 
of a mayor and council is.to seek an 
adjustment of, this burden of cost 
and if I am elected on Monday next 
I purpose giving some considerable 
attention to this matter. It must be 
obvious to all that the permanent in- 
terests of the teaching profession are 
vitally affected by the present condi- 
|tion. The Sepcnere organizat.on might 
well devofé some time to the culti- 
vation of public sentiment necessary 
to secure a change. I am deeply sym- 
pathetic with tse aypirat‘ons of the 
teachers everywhere. I realize the 
precarious nature of their calling. 
Subject to a broader financial bass 
being established some contribution 
to the stabilgzing of the profession 
should be possib'e by a compensation 
scheme. This burdin mig‘at be equally 
shared by the teacher, the -munici- 
pality and the government. 

“If elected to the position of mayor 
of thig city, it is my des're and in-

Nature was lavish 
of these resources, as the pioneers 
knew long even before 1876, and in- 
trep!d pioneers came out of the east 
by the mere handfuls in these early 


}days to open roads for the hundreds

Mineral Wealth Alluring 

The lure of mineral wealth and 
the discovery and development there- 
of will provide a fairly noticeable 
quoja of “high-spots" in the solid 
growth of agricultural Alberta when 
the history of the province. is com- 
piled in future years. Edmonton 
picked out an enviable place to grow 
up in, as regards the development of 
these and other native resources.

verge of a great inland system of 
waterways leading into the magic 
Arctic, first gave this city prestige 
in the “outside” as a centre of fu- 
ture mineral wealth and prodnuction. 
Edmonton took its first real leap city- 
ward when gold-seekers from all 
parts of the globe came flocking in 
during 1898 and “hopped off" in an 
attempt to reach the Yukon via an 
overland trail traversed only by the 
fur-traders and trappers in the north. 

Today Edmonton is agoin looming 
up in the eyes of the world as a gate- 
way to mineral opportunity, The dis- 
covery of great oil reservoirs in the 
McKenzie river basin already bears 
evidence of creating another ‘Klon- 
dike Rush” through the city. There- 
fore it is of more than ordinary sig- 
jnificance that the first real estab- 
lishment of the corner of First and 
Jasper as a commercial centre as a 
result of the Yukon gold strike, is fol- 
lowed by another record movement 
in this business section on the eve of 
another “rush,"’ this time for the oil 
fields of the north.
